Complaint Made to Minnesota 
Secretary of State. 


DISCRIMINATION IS ALLEGED 


"h** Standard Said to Be Selling One 


Grade of Oil Cheaper in St. Paul 


T h an in Other Cities— Attempt M a y 


Be Made to Oust the Combine. 


St. Paul, May 21.—What Is probably 
the first step in proceedings Intended 
to 
oust the 
Standard Oil 
c o m p a n y 
from doing business in Minnesota was 
taken 
when Joseph 
Parties of 
the 
Bardes Oil company of St. Paul, to­ 
gether with oil dealers from SHU wa­ 
ter and St. James, lodged a complaint 
against 
the Standard 
Oil 
company 
with 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Julius 
Schmal under the 
provision of the 
Hinton bill passed at the recent ses­ 
sion 
of the legislature. 
They 
were 
not, however, prepared 
to file their 
complaint in writing and as no action 
will be taken by the state until this 
is done they left to consult an attor­ 
ney and have the complaint drawn. 
The Hinton 
law, after 
specifying 
what shall constitute violations of the 
law, provides that if complaint shall 
he in ti do to the secretary of state that 
any corporation Is guilty of d i scrim Ina - 
tion between different communities or 
cities of file state, it is made the duty 
of the secretary of state to refer the 
matter to the attorney general, who 
may if the facts justify institute pro­ 
ceedings in the courts 
against such 
corporation. 
Another sect ion provides 
that lf any corporation shall be found 
guilty of discrimination it shall be Hic 
duty of the secretary of state biune 
din Lely to revoke the permit of such 
corporation 
to do 
business 
in this 
state. 
According to the 
complaint made 
orally to the secretary 
of state, the 
Standard Oil company Is selling ti cer­ 
tain quality of oil in St. Paul under the 
name “Perfection” for 9 cents a gal­ 
lon and that 
it Is selling 
the same 
quality of oil under a different name 
in Stillwater 
and St. James 
for lh 
cents, where 
the difference 
in the 
freight charges owing to the longer 
haul to those points would only war­ 
rant ti charge of one-quarter of a cent 
m o re than In St. Paul. 
It Is claimed by the oil dealers that 
they bad had tests made of the two 
kinds of oil with the result that the 
oils were 
shown to he 
Identical in 
quality.
